Water, sewer 
fees are set for 
new buildings 


BELLE GLADE -- The cost of building a home in Belle Glade 
was jumped by $450 as of Monday night when two 
ordinances, based on the theory newcomers should help pay 
for services now available, was passed by the city 
commissioners. 

The ordinances, which became effective as soon as they 
were read for the final reading Monday night, require the 
payment of a development fee for water and sewer services at 
the time a building permit is bought. 

City Manager Robert R. Sanders said later the two 
ordinances are probably, ‘‘the most significant legislation 
passed by the commission since I've been here.” He said the 
city would have realized almost $70,000 income last year if the 
ordinances had been in effect then. 

Even without the ordinances, Sanders negotiated several 
agreements with developers and other public agencies which 
brought $52,000 in development fees into the city's coffers 
over the past year and another agreement is pending with the 
Palm Beach County School Board which will realize another 
$17,500 for supplying water and sewer services to the West 
Tech Center where ground was broken Wednesday. 

But while those fees were negotiated on an individual 
basis, the new ordinances, which only came about after weeks 
of discussion, set fees for every new water and sewer 
connection. 

“This means," Mayor Tom Altman said when the 
measures were being discussed Monday night during the 
regular comission session, ‘‘that if a person applies for a 
building permit tomorrow morning, it's going to cost him 
between $500 and $700 for water and sewer, depending on 
whether there is a stubout available or city workers have to 
tap into the main under the street.'" 

The ordinance requires new builders of a single family 
residence to pay a $225 development fee for sewer service and 
another $225 for a one inch waterline. There is another $50
